Beautiful Floral Boat Sails 
Through Streets of 
Pasadena 

Committee Praised for Work 
In Fashioning Lovely 
Parade Entry 


In spite of the fact that the 
float was not completed at 3:00 
o'clock Monday morning, ai\d in 
spite of the fact that when it 
finally was finished and skirted 
on its way to the Tournament of 
Roses in Pasadena it was strucK 
from the rear by a passing auto¬ 
mobile, the Viking Boat saileil a 
triumphant way thru the streets 
of the Crown City flying the red 
banner of third prize. 

Compared with the cost of many 
other floats entered in the parade. 
Sierra Madre spent a small 
amount of money, but the com¬ 
pleted floral float was one of th<‘ 
most effective seen on New Year’s 
Day. Launched on a sea of blue 
flowers, the graceful Viking boat 
of orange carried ten Norsemen 
in full regalia. The saii was of 
deeper orange marigolds, while 
the shields and oars were of 
bronze flowers. 

The committee, compo.=eil of 
Mrs. Milton Steinberger,* R. S. 
Corlett, who built the boat, and 
Mrs. Emil Sturmthal, -Mrs. Ralph 
Etewart, Mrs. Walter Poehler, W. 
R. Humphries and Henry Isaacs, 
worked all day Sunday and until 
4 o’clock Monday morning fasten¬ 
ing on flowers. They were assist¬ 
ed by several Sierra Madre I’esi- 
dents, but the major part of the 
work was done by the committee, 
.^he float was entered in the 
t]$i(l division, class .-V-3, and com¬ 
peted with San Dimas, Temple, 
Whittier, Altadena, Vista — all 
towns of under 20,000 poi>ulatioii. 
Whittier took first place in this 
class, San Dimas second and Si¬ 
erra Madre third. 

The truck on which the float 
was carried was donated by Bas¬ 
sett and Washburn Nur.series, cut¬ 
ting down the expense consider¬ 
ably, as in the jiast the commit¬ 
tee has been forced to rent a 
truck for two or three days. The 
•truck was placed at the disposal 
of the community for us long as 
it might he needed, and was 
driven by an employe of the com¬ 
pany, Louis Karger, who guided 
it solely thru directions from one 
of the oarsmen.

The (luestion was raised by 
Karnicr Nazarin, Lamanda Park 
business man, who stated that the 
street cars on the Sierra Madre 
line crossed' Walnut Street at 
Huntinirton Drive at a 40-mile-an- 
hour clip. There is a boulevard 
stop sign at each side of the 
track, it was stated. 

This is not the first protest 
made in this connection, it was 
revealed by l-ester Smith, the 
."(ecretary, who stated that he had 
received a letter from City Man¬ 
ager Orbison a long time ago 
stating that the practice would 
be stopped.

The Doves Bible represents an¬ 
other milestone in the progress of 
modern book making. It was pro¬ 
duced at the Doves Press where 
Cobden-San<lerson, protege of Mor¬ 
ris, did for bookbinding what Mor¬ 
ris had done for typography. 

Not the least of the (lelights 
of the library w'ere many of Mr. 
Nash’s own productions. There 
was his monograph and colorprint 
of "The Golden Fleece” which was 
awarded the trophy last year as 
the finest specimen of printing 
produced in the entire world. And 
then there were marvellous pri¬ 
vate printings for such men as 
Mr. Hearst and William Andrews 
Clark, .Tr. There was a magnifi¬ 
cent edition of “Sonnets from the 
Portuguese” and cased with it a 
small volume which proved to be 
a replica of the first edition. Only 
2.'j0 copies for private distribution 
meant a price sufficient to buy a 
whole country newspaper office. 
But Mr. Nash has tiroven his abil¬ 
ity to produce work to satisfy the 
greatest collectors in the world. 
So he was not so far off the track 
when he startled his fellow print¬ 
ers with his first big adventure 


ti Illation. 

After a brief survey of the 
printing plant and inspection of 
some of the work in progress, Mr. 
Nash invited me into his library, 
a veritable treasure house of 
typography. There are gathered 
some of the world’s greatest a- 
chievements in book making, both 
ancient and modern. The fac.sini- 
ile of a page from the Gutten- 
burg Bible which is a part of the 
monograph referreil to above is 
reproduced from the original in 
Mr. Nash’s library. Think of it— 
the first book ever printed from 
movable types and one of the 
most perfect specimens of print¬ 
ing ever produced. It was a rare 
privilege to look upon it, much 
more to touch it and examine it 
closely. 

The Guttenburg and many other 
rare items came out of the fire¬ 
proof cabinet where they are 
kept. -And then there were many 
more in the book shelves about 
the room. 

.\mong the most impressive, of 
course, were the Kelm.scott Chau¬ 
cer and the Doves Bible. It was 
only after William Morris had 
mastered architecture, furniture¬ 
making and many other arts and ^ 
pi ofessions that he turned to! 
printing for the final expression; 
of his genius. Dissatisfied with thej 
types, inks and papers which he' 
found .available in the early nine,-; 
ties, he did not hire somebody ^ 
else to produce something dilfer- 
ent, but went about ^earning how; 
to produce them himself acconl- 
ing to his own standards which 
he decreed must be equal to those 
of the old masters. The monu¬ 
mental edition of Chaucer produced 
at his Kelniscott Press was the 
result. And hi.s work had as pro¬ 
found an elTect on modern print¬ 
ing as did Chaucer on English 
literature. 

Years ago when Mr. Na.-'h in¬ 
vested close to a thousand dol¬ 
lars in his Kelniscott Chaucer his 
fellow printers in .San Francisco 
thought he had lost his mind. 
One of them was even so kiml as 
to stop his bookkeeper on the

Ever since the week before 
Christmas I have been revelling 
in the memory of a few hours 
spent in San h’rancisco. It was 
the realization of a long-deferred 
ambition. Unlike many such, the 
realization was fully up to expec¬ 
tations. 

If you were in San Francisco 
with about three hours at your 
disposal what would be your 
choice ? There are plenty of things 
to do ami to see, even wdthout 
journeying as far as Golden Gate 
Park. And Christmas week sug¬ 
gested shopping — even window 
shopping was alluring. Of course 
there are people who wouldn’t 
think of anything more interest¬ 
ing than a movie, or sitting in a 
railroad waiting room with a daily 
paper or magazine. 

For me there wasn’t a moment’s 
hesitation. It was right down to 
Sansome Street and the printing 
plant of John Henry Nash, with 
its library. Probably most of the 
half dozen people who read this 
colyum have noticed on the wall 
of this sanctum two frained mono¬ 
graphs. with portraits of Johann 
Guttenburg and Benjamin Frank¬ 
lin. Those monographs are from 
the shop of Mr. Nash. These and 
many other specimens of his beau¬ 
tiful printing had stimulated an 
intense desire to see the place 
whence they came. 

Hearing my statement that I 
was just a country printer, come 
with a desire to see the Nash 
plant and library, Mr. Nash laid 
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Sierra Madre Avenue across the Sante Fe 
railway to connect with the eastern exten¬ 
sion of Colortido Street; tlie furtiier de¬ 
velopment of East W alnut Street in Pasa¬ 
dena to afford better connection with the 
Foothill Boulevard, possibly without cros.s- 
ing the Sante Fe at grade; and the ojiening 
of Baldwin Avenue through the Baldwin 
ranch to provide a direct highway outlet 
to the valley on the .south.

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VARIETIES OF MERCHANTS 

members of the same tamily went 
into a store to inquire the price of an 
article which they were thinking of buying. 
There was no attempt to beat the merchant 
down nor to question his methods or integ¬ 
rity. But when they later compared notes 
and found he had quoted them different 
prices their confidence in him and his store 
was broken. They went out of town to 
make their purchase. 

The lessons are so elementary that no 
elaboration should be needed. But the in-, 
stance is mentioned because it represents a: 
vital need in local merchandising. The, 
merchant failed at three important points:! 
He did not have a single, established price 
for his goods; his manner indicated that he; 
did not KNOW his goods; he did not know, 
his townspeople well enough to realize that; 
he was talking to two members of the same j 
family, and did not make an effort to leani 
their identity. 

Lack of a one-price policy stamps any 
store as trying to do business by methods 
of forty years ago. Failure to be thorough¬ 
ly familiar with his merchandise stock is of 
course inexcusable in anyone trying to do 
any kind of business. And the merchant 
who does not get acquainted with 
his fellow townsmen not only misses one of 
the great pleasures of business in such a 
community, but passes up the one great 
advantage which he has over the big city 
stores. 

It is pleasant to be able to record an ex¬ 
ception to such an experience. A woman 
living down in the valley said to the editor 
of the News last week, “I just love to trade 
in Sierra Madre. The merchants are so 
pleasant and the stores there can supply 
most of our needs, so I just run up there to 
shop whenever I can.”

M ake 1928 a Highway Year for Sierra 
Madre. 

By a Highway Year is not meant a year j 
spent roaming the highways in search of 
other cities and other scenery. Rather, let 
the year be devoted to opening up highways 
which will bring more people to Sierra 
Madre and her own matchless setting. 

After twenty years or more of agitation 
and work, the Central Avenue project seems 
in a fair way to consumation. That is the 
biggest single job before the community 
and deserves every measure of support that 
can be given it. The machinery is arranged 
and ready to get up momentum. 

If everybody w'ill put a shoulder to the 
wheel and push, using a cordial spirit of 
cooperation for lubricant, it will not be dif¬ 
ficult to make the grade. It is inevitable 
that there will be differences of'opinion as 
to various details. Not every point can be 
settled satisfactorily to everyone. But the 
principle of the greatest good to the g*’«at- 
est number should be the determining fac¬ 
tor rather than mere individual preferences 
as to details. 

No alarm should be occasioned by the 
prospective expense of the Central Avenue 
project. It is the fashion of the age to talk 
in big figures. “Million dollar projects” are 
as common as derby hats used to be. This 
project will not be in the million-dollar class, 
but when the total cost is detennined it will 
probably cause many good people some con¬ 
cern. But the number of people who will 
help pay for it and the length of time al¬ 
lowed for paying will prevent it becoming 
burdensome. The widespread benefits to 
property values and the constant conveni¬ 
ence will make it an investment bringing 
tremendous returns in proportion to the 
outlay.
